AGAIN SWEPT BY 


AND SHELL 


Troops Hurry to 


Atfack at Break of Day 
Under Cover of a Heavy 
Machine-Gun Fusillade

AGUA PRIETA, Mex., via Douglas, April 17.—The greatest 


battle of the Mexican rebellion has been raging around Agua Prieta 
since 6:30 "this morning, and at 3 o'clock this afternoon, over eigirt 
hours after it began,, was being wagesd with unabated fury by both 
sides. Up to the latter hour the desperate effort of the 1600 Mexican 
national troops under Lieutenant Colonel Diaz to retake the city 
from the 1000 rebels under Balazario Garcia, had proved futile, and 
the federals had suffered several repulses and severe losses in killed 
and wounded., . The^casualties can only be conjectured, but the fed- 
erals' is estimated at more than 200, with the rebels' only a score 
or so. The insurrectb leaders report they have captured two ma- 
chine guns from, the federals with much ammunition. 


American troops drove spectators in Douglas back from the 


line a distance of six blocks, notwithstanding which three or four" 
persons have been wounded. Several wounded rebels were brought 
into Douglas. 


The rebels fighting behind entrenchments have repeatedly hurled 


back the federal line with heavy loss as the government troops ad- 
vanced to the attack across unprotected ground. 


UNITED STATES GOVERNMENT ACTS. 


WASHINGTON, April 17.—In view of the acute situation 


along the border, the State Department today asked the Mexican 
government for definite assurances, in advance of a formal reply to 
the representations of the United States, that the Douglas incident 
would not be repeated. The department also requested information 
as to what preventive measures had been taken. 


SENATE DEMANDS INFORMATION. 


WASHINGTON, April 17.—Searching inquiry into the situ- 


ation in Mexico is demanded in a resolution offered today by Sena- 
tor Stone of Missouri. The resolution calls upon the Senate com- 
mittee on foreign relations to undertake the investigation because 
of the danger to American foreign lives and property.

DOUGLAS, Ariz., April 17*-THo 


expected attack of the Mexican 
troops on Agua Prieta opened in deadly 
earnest at 6:30 this morning. Th« Srliyj 
was fast and furious on botli sides. Th« 
rattle of musketry wae continuous and 
the hall of bullets from tho federal ma- 
chine guns fell far within the conflows 
of the city of Douglas. It waa evident 
from- the very outset that tho battle -wad ' 
to be a decisive one. Botli eMee exhib- 
ited desperate courage, and it wad ap- 
parent were staking everything ooa the 
outcome of' tho 
fight 
- 


The federals began by massing them- 


selves to the southeast of th-e town and 
moved' slowly within • rifle range of the 
rebel position. 
- 


The inaurrectos, facing In three direc- 


tions, lay low in the trenches built yes- 
terday and last night, and in other places 
flat on the open ground. 
The federals 


fire-raked over them and Jnto both Agua 
Prieta and Douglas. 
The rebels from 


their protected position poured back shot 
for shot. 


It was evident from the heavy firing 


that the casualties on both sides were 
destined to-be very heavy. There was no 
cessation In the firing from the moment 
the battle opened. The steel and leaden 
missiles from the federal guns carried 
far over the international line and plow- 
ed their way Into the adobe buildings 
facing along Second and Third streets, 
and dug up the ground here and there 
over the whole southern end of the city. 


The federals In moving in had ad- 


vanced from the camp which they estab- 
lished yesterday at Sulphur Springs, a 
water 
hole five miles south of Agna 


Prieta. They marched slowly to a point 
southeast of Agua Prieta with the evi- 
dent "Intention of gaining the bord,er In 
order to attack the rebel position along

LOPEZ GIVES 
INTERVIEW. 


The 
Associated 
Press correspondent

WOUNDED COMING IN. 


Tho first wounded soldier from

.battle field was-brought into tha Doug-, 
las Hed Cross hospital at 12:20 o'clock. 
He was hauled from Agua Prieta to the 
American line, where ho was picked .up 
and removed to the hospital. 
Ha was 


shot through the face. His name is Pla- 
cldo -Lopez, and he was a member of 
Balazaria Qarcia'g force.

affairs Kahn has advanced, 
owing to 
vacancies, from number fivo to number 
two. On the committee on the District 
oC Cclumbla Kahn advanced in Repub- 
lican ranks from number four to num- 
ber two. In view of the Interest of San' 
Francisco In the exposition Kahn was 
also made a member of the committee 
on Industrial arts and expositions. 
Congressman Hayes retains his place 


on banking and currency,

"No community passion; no thought

—there Is never .a-'thought of work- 
Ing fop others—or working- for the 
highest good of the democracy. 


SUPREME INDnTDTJALITY. 


"Unfortunately ths Idea of supreme 
individuality Is being Inculcated into 
our children. 
There is the danger. 
Particularly of rich parents, as I 
have said. 
We have to Initiate our 


children into proper attitude toward 
life In three ways. First through the 
home, second through the school, and 
third through their life work or busi- 
ness. 
We must start by teaching 


them co-operation In the home; by. 
making them understand the home 
is the unit to be preserved, not them- 
selves. 
"Again, the child must be initiated 


into the community, the class in- 
terest in the school. 
Most important 


of all, when he enters into hia life 
work he must be prepared to regard 
It in Its relation to the entire social 
fabric and not as a purely personal 
enterprise. 
"This cannot be done 'from -with- 


out; :the initiation into the spirit of 
the thing- must come from, within. 
The child must be taught to think 
first, and then to act. 
He must not 


be a blind follower. 
"To this end, to the development 


of the 
co-operative idea, I do noti 


know of anything more inspiring to 
a child than studying the lives and 
deeds of really great people.11

in solving problems for the conserv- 
ing of wild game. 


The State game warden was ac- 
companied to the Jackson Hole coun-

Court. 


During tho hearing before Superior 


Judf;e John- Ellsworth this forenoon of 
the action brought by tho Ladles' Silk 
Culture Society of California, to set 
asldo a default Judgment against It for 
about _$600Q In favor ,of B. M. Kirk of 
Oakland, three prominent, women of. San 
Francisco testified In effect tha* Kirk 
Is scheming to loot the treasury of the, 
society of all its funds, -which ar.e not 
more than the judgment calls for. 
The testimony shows that Mrs. M. T. 


Kirk, mother of Kirk, was secretary and 
treasurer of the society, but-was stni'cken 
about two tyears ago with mental col- 
Lapse and has had to be placed .In the 
Kings' Daughters Home on Broadway. 
Afterwards- Kirk, after obtaining per- 
mission from 
his incompetent mother, 


sold six acres of valuable land In Pied- 
mont, owned by the society, for IflOOO an 
acre and deposited the funds in three 
banks to the credit ol the. orga-nteUion. 
The 56000 tKus being on faar.d, accord- 
ing to the testimony, K3rk Instituted 
suit for services rendered to tho society 
for a period Covering'two years and by 
a. significant coincidence ths Judg.men •*' 
he prayed for offset the entire amount 
that the Piedmont property had sold for.. 


After the Institution of his suit, the 


testimony ran, Kirk failed to serve At- 
torney Matt I. Sullivan of San Francisco, 
counsel for the society with a notice*of 
the action, but served It upon his raotb,6i 
who has since testified that she was so 
weak and ill at the time that she did 
not know what the paper w:as. Shortly 
afterwards, the record' ehcflvs. Kirk'too'E 
a default for the entire amount of the 
judgment, together with interest .and 
costs, and the testimony •brought sjjl. 
tho'Claim that none of the member* -ot 
the society knew what was 1 nthe -wtaa : 
until Kirk attempted to realize on his 
judgment. The ladles of tlie society In- 
structed the banks to turn the funds over 
to Kirk and then Attorney Sullivan took 
steps to have the default nullified, al- 
leging gross fraud.
